“Said lease shall also contain such 
other covenants and provisions, in- 
cluding proper indemnity to the gov- 
ernment in respect of the working 
. of the railway, as may be deemed ‘ne- 

cessary by the government to secure 
the proper carrying out ef this agrec- 


ment.” 
~ If $5,000,000 of security is not 
enough, 1 presume that under this 
" section further security may be de- 
manded. But it is not security that 


our friends want. Their evident de- 
sire is tc produce an impossible posi- 
tion. That is to say, to make de- 
mands in the name of the peopla of 
the maritime provinces upon the gov- 
ernment, and upon the Grand Trunk 
Company, which the government 
ought not to agree to, and which ‘the 
Grand Trunk cannot agree to as a 
business enterprise. If security is 
wanted, let them say what security 
would satisfy them, and let it be de- 
manded under the provisions of this 
clause. But it is not security they 
waat. They want to create an im- 
possible position so that they may 
continue to ask tor something that 
they cannot bave, thereby creating 
the impression in the minds of the 
people interested that they are being 
cbeated out of something that they 
should have. 

Supposing that the Grand Trunk 
Company never existed, suppose its 
name was never mentioned, would 
there be, or could there be, any ob- 
jection urged to the passing of this 
bill in regard to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific? I do not think ary man 
from the maritime provinces would 
suggest that such a bill, or such a 
provision, would not tenefit the 
whole of the country through which 
it was proposed to be operated. Now 
0 then, if, on top of that, there’ is such 
I security as the co-operation of the 
r Grand Trunk Railway gives ander the 
provisions of this bill, surely we are 
that much better off, surely we have
